PETITION TO AMEND CHAPTER 8, ARTICLE I, SECTION 8-67
SCHEDULE OF DESIGNATED NO PARKING ZONES TO DESIGNATE THAT BOTH
THE EAST SIDE AND WEST SIDE OF NORTH 6 2 STREET BETWEEN BEECH STREET
AND ASH STREET TERRE HAUTE, INDIANA BE NO PARKING AREAS

TO:  THE PRESIDENT AND MEMBERS OF THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE
CITY OF TERRE HAUTE, INDIANA

GENTLEPERSONS:

The undersigned, Union Hospital, Inc., by and through Scott L. Teffeteller, President & Chief
Executive Officer and duly authorized representative, respectfully submits this Petition to Designate East
Side and West Side of North 6 % Sireet Between Beech Street and Ash Street, Terre Haute, Indiana as
Non-Parking Arcas and after the granting of such designation that such arca be marked and designated

accordingly.
In support of this Petition, Union Hospital would show the Board of Public Works as follows:

1. That North 6 % Street is a city street which runs in a general north/south
direction. This is a two-way strect with traffic being allowed to iravel either
north or south. The width of the street is approximately 29 feet wide. Currently,
parking is allowed both on the east side of 6 }4 Street and on the west side of 6 12
Street., The specific area in question is more fully shown on the diagram attached
hereto as Exhibit “A”.

2. That Union Hospital, Inc. is the owner of all the real estate on both the east and
west side of North 6 % Street between Ash Street and Beech Street.

3 That currently there is a no parking designation on the west side, but parking is
still allowed on the east side.

4, That if parking is allowed on the east side and the west side, the width of the
street is such that it does not allow for clear and safe passage of motor vehicles
going both in a north and south direction at the same time. That do to the
congested nature of the area with parking allowed a safety risk is created when
motor vehicles are traveling both in a north and south direction. By designating
the area as a non-parking area there would be adequate room for safe passage of
motor vehicles traveling in each direction.

5. Union Hospital, Inc. believes it is in the best interest of Public Safety that the east
side and west side of North 6 ' Street between Ash Street and Beech Street be
designated a non-parking area.



WHEREFORE, your Petitioner respectfully requests the Common Council that the Common
Council favorably consider this passage of a special ordinance designating the east side and west side of
North 6 % Street between Beech Street and Ash Street as non-parking arcas and that such areas be marked

and designated accordingly.
